Campus area is inhabited 
by more than Student Body

Deer hunting is still very 
much a large part ol "the area around 
the campus. In the late evenings, 
especially as the weekend nears, 
when the students are away, the 
Shelton security staff says they see 
groups of deercrossing the grounds 
on the campus. 

They seem to fall into lines 
just as students do on the way to 
class. 

One of the weekend guards. 
Keith Kemp says, "On most week- 
ends you can walk out the front 
door and right before the sun be- 
gins to set you can see the deer 
crossing the roads."

If you look out from the west- 
ern face of the building you can see 
a tree stand on the edge of the field 
as evidence that hunters hope to 
catch a glimpse of these deer them- 
selves.

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Why Celebrate Black History Month? 



Black History Month is the 
flower of a seed planted by histo- 
rian Carter G. Woodson in 1926. 
Initially, Woodson advocated Ne- 
gro History Week to recognize the 
forgotten contributions of blacks to 
the shaping of America. 

In 1978, Black History Month 
was established in order for every- 
one to be educated about, to appre- 
ciate, and celebrate the ignored heri- 
tage of the many black scientists, 
civil rights leaders, inventors, writ- 
ers, physicists, engineers, cowboys, 
surgeons, etc., who all had power- 
ful roles in the making of America. 

Today we celebrate Black 
History Month, but every day 
should be a history day: a day to 
learn about your history, my his- 
tory, and someone else's, which is 
why black history has been incor- 
porated into U.S. history textbooks 
today. 

And as we learn of each 
other's history, each should comple- 
ment (he other. For instance, here's 
an educational tip: 

Did you know that much of 

the progress in space exploration 
can be attributed to Dr. George 
Carruthers, one of the two Naval 
Research Laboratory persons re- 
sponsible for the Apollo 16 lunar 
surface ultraviolet camera spec- 
trograph, which was placed on the 
moon in April of 1972. Inventions 
by blacks have ranged from one end 



of the spectrum to the other, includ- 
ing: the, traffic light, lawn mower, 
air-conditioning unit, thermostat 
and temperature-control system, fire 
extinguisher, refrigerator, etc. The 
list goes on. 

The main focus behind BHM 
is to educate; not only others, but 
African-Americans as well. The 
ability to educate is a powerful tool, 
and black History Month is educa- 
tion. Education, education, educa- 
tion, as Malcolm X said, is the Af- 
rican-Americans* passport to the 
future, "For tomorrow belongs to 
the people who prepare for it to- 
day." 

Along with freedom comes 
exploration, along with knowledge 
comes a look at history and that is 
how we prepare for it today. Pre- 
pare and prepare well, for Fredrick 
Douglass said, "Those who profess 
to favor freedom, and yet depreci- 
ate agitation, are men who want 
crops without plowing the ground."

Be enlightened 
and inspired to make a healthy con- 
tribution to our society.

According to McFerrin, por- 
tions of the swamp are now owned 
by Dr. Bill Meriweather and Roland 
Pugh and other private owners, with 
Buzz Barton president of Cypress 
Creek Hunting Club which leases 
482 acres. 

This swamp is a paradise for 
any kind of animal you could ever 
want to hunt and for the hunters it is 
a choice location to be. But what 
else may lurk in the dense under- 
brush and eerie, dim lit woods of the 

swamp? 

Residents of the area are all 
too familiar with the mysterious 
things that have been supposedly 
seen in the swamp by those brave or

Rebecca Megs, owner of the 
Englewood Thrift shop right past 
the campus, says that customers 
come in with stories of the swamp 
and of the old Foster air strip, men- 
tioned in the previous issue. 

Megs recalls, "One of the 
stories goes that at a certain time of 
night, if you're near the railroad 
tracks you can see an old man walk- 
ing down them, making his way as 
if he had walked that track many 

times before/' 

A former resident of Tusca- 
loosa, Mike Talerico says, "I've 
heard several stories, when we used 
to go down and ride through the 
swamp, of weird and unusual things 
happening. One is that if you go 
across all of the bridges and count 



them and turn around then when you 
go back there will be one less bridge. 

"Another one was that if you 
park your car on the entrance side of 
the railroad overpass and put your 
car in neutral, then for some reason 
the car will be pulled toward the 
swamp, and all the while you're see- 
ing a train's light coming toward 
you," he says. 

James Hartley, the owner oi 
Mama Jewel's, said over lunch, 
"I've heard of a legend that if you go 
out to the long bridge in the middle 
of the swamp road in late evening 
and stand on the east side, you can 
hear the sounds of a baby crying." 

The Legend of the Crying 
Baby is, probably the most famous 
one originating from this area. A 



search of police records by coop- 
erative policemen turned up no cor- 
roborating evidence; still the tale 

endures. 

As the story goes, a young 
mother driving home one night down 
a dirt road, lost control and drove 
off the side of one of the wooden 
bridges. The baby was thrown out 
of the car and drowned. The woman, 
distraught over not being able to 
save her child went insane. To this 
day, supposedly, if you can find 
your way to the right spot you can 
still hear the baby crying. 

True or not, many a teenager 
for 30 years has used this tale to get 
friends and girlfriends out into the 
swamp for a wild adventure. 

On a more recent note, a con- 



struction company building the sub- 
division Harbrook Downs West, ran 
into some disquieting artifacts. Lynn 
Spiller says, "When they got to the 
back side of that property they found 
a cemetery with grave stones dating 
back to before the Civil War— noth- 
ing left but the markers; they dug a 
hole and moved them and built over 

it." 

The stones were almost un- 
readable and no one claimed kinship 
with any buried there, so the stones 

were buried to save on costs. 

With the commercial interests 
aside, without the markers being on 
lop of their proper location, here's 
hoping none of the spirits get lost on 
their way back home after a night 

stroll.

In our attempt to bring attention to 
films that you might not otherwise know 
about, we will choose films that are not only 
of special interest to college students, but 
also films that say something important. In 
a year that saw an overload of big-budget, 
highly hyped films, the low-budget Boogie 
Nights is a film that accurately fits this 
description. 

Originally released on October 10, 
Boogie Nights has finally made its way to 
Tuscaloosa, and is showing nightly at the 
Bama 6 at 8:10 p.m. The newest film from 
writer/director Paul Thomas Anderson, 
known best for Hard Eight, is a look Bl life 
in the pornographic film industry from 1977 

to 1983. While having a setting might seem 
overly vulgar, the film itself centers more on 
the lives and dreams of the characters than 
on the movies that they make. 

The film chronicles the rise and fall of 
17 year-old Eddie Adams, turned porn star 
Dirk Diggler. played by former rapper Mark 
Marky Marie" Wahlbcrg. 

Discovered by adult film-maker Jack 
Horner, played by veteran Burt Reynolds 
(Oscar nomination), while working as a 
busboy in a nightclub, Diggler quickly be- 
comes an award winner in the adult film 
industry. The film unveils the harsh reality 
that the characters are all far from realizing 
their dreams. The realization of those dreams 
is ultimately what the film is about. _ 

That theme is essentially what makes 
Boogie Nights important. College students 
understand the desire to fulfill dreams. While 
our dreams might differ from those of the 
characters in the film, as well as the avenues 
that we have chosen in order to attempt to 



fulfill those dreams, the film accurately 
depicts the emotions that go with both 

failure and realization. 

The best aspect of the film is the 
extraordinary acting. Wahlbcrg follows 
up roles in Fear and Traveler with a per- 
formance that has already earned him spots 
in two upcoming films. Reynolds has 
returned to the type Of charismatic acting 
that made him a star, and last month he was 
honored with the Gulden Globe award for 
best supporting actor. The other major 
roles are played by Julianne Moore ('Yhe 
Lost World). Don Cheadle (Rosewood), 
Heather Graham (ShwI£< / v) JohnC. Rcilly 
i I he River Wild), and William H. Macy 
i Fargo and TV's £/?.)■ 

The film's quality is a direct reflec- 
tion upon Paul Thomas Anderson. As the 

film's writer (Oscar nomination), co-pro- 
ducer, and director. Anderson has crafted 
an epic that stretches far deeper than lis 
premise would seem to suggest is possible. 
More than anything else, the film is about 
the fulfillment of personal dreams, some- 
thing not lost on Anderson. In 1 988, with a 
home video camera, he made The Dirk 
Diggler Story. Nine years later, with a $ 1 5 
million budget Anderson fulfilled his 
dream. Boogie Nights is not a film for the 
easily offended, because it is at times vul- 
gar. But if you can tolerate vulgarity, it is 
a film that most will certainly enjoy. 

Rated R for strong sex scenes with 
explicit dialogue, nudity, drug use, lan- 
guage and violence. Running time: 152 
minutes.
